To  the  Chapman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1973* 

Health  - wise  it  was  a satisfactory  year  for  the  population. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  and  the  notific- 
ation rate  was  low.  The  autumn  did  not  bring  the  usual  increase  of 
activity  by  the  department  in  investigating  possible  imported  disease 
by  holiday-makers  and  identifiable  influenza  did  not  occur  to  any 
great  extent  until  early  1974* 

There  was  still  an  appreciable  amount  of  complaint  from  the 
residents  of  certain  areas  because  of  iron  discoloration  of  mains 
water.  The  Leicester  Water  Authority  continued  to  take  steps  to 
obviate  this. 

Enquiries  made  of  the  Factories  Inspectorate  revealed  that  there 
were  no  industrial  processes  likely  to  cause  hazards  to  the  resident 
population  by  lead  contamination. 

There  were  no  serious  public  health  hazards  of  the  type  that 
were  prevalent  in  Victorian  days.  A miscalculation  in  the  programme 
of  provision  of  new  enlarged  sewage  works  for  the  town  in  the 
Sketchley  area  produced  a wide-spread  unpleasant  odour  during  the 
summer  months  but  this  was  dealt  with  efficiently  by  the  Surveyor’ s 
Department. 

Details  of  the  environmental  position  are  provided  by 
Mr,  L.F,  Whitmore  the  retiring  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  I 
must  express  gratitude  to  him  for  his  friendly  advice  in  this  field.

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SANITARY  CIRCUI'ISTAIICES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supplied  to  the  district  from  Leicester  Corporation 
sources  has  been  adequate  and  satisfactory,  apart  from  discolor- 
ation occurring  periodically,  mainly  in  one  area  of  the  town.  The 
Leicester  Water  Dept,  were  proposing  to  install  a plant  for  the 
removal  of  iron  at  source. 

69  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  and  were  satisfactory, 
both  as  regards  bacteriological  and  chlorine  content. 

4-8  samples  from  wells  were  satisfactory. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Improvements  to  the  Slcetchley  Works  were  still  in  progress 
during  the  year,  and  it  was  anticipated  that  they  would  be  in 
operation  around  May  1 975  • 

CESSPOOLS  AND  CLOSETS 


There  remain  18  pail  closets  and  109  cesspools  and  septic 
tanks  within  the  district.  Water  closets  serve  all  other  houses. 

REFUSE  C0LIECTI0N  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  refuse  collection  fleet  comprises  2 Pakamatic  vehicles, 

3 S.  & D.  fore  and  aft  tippers,  3 Bantam  Karriers.  1 Bantam 
vehicle  works  on  the  tip. 

A weekly  collection  service  is  maintained  as  far  as  possible, 
but  variations  occur  due  to  staffing  difficulties. 

Trade  refuse  is  also  collected  weekly  and  all  bins  after  the 
first  charged  at  4p  each,
